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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In view of the amendment filed May 1 2, 2009, claim 1 9 has been cancelled. 
Claims 1-18, 20 are pending. In view of the amendment filed May 12, 2009, the 
rejection of Claims 1-20 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nelson et al. 
(US 2003/0035756), is withdrawn. 

Allowances 

2. Claims 1-18, 20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As of the date of this office action, the examiner has not located or identified any 
reference that can be used singularly or in combination with another reference including 
the closest prior art of Nelson et al. (US 2003/0035756) to render the present invention 
anticipated or obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. Nelson et al. fail to teach the 5 
to 50 rpm of the stirrer, the velocity of the polymerization mixture 0.1 to 50 cm/sec, and 
the ratio of the internal diameter of the vertical tubular reactor to the diameter of the 
stirrer in the range from 1.10 to 1.90 as claimed. Claims 1-18, 20 are allowed.
